NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The very interesting corresponcencs which we publish in another column 
relating to the Jews of Persia, fully indicates how much improved the position of 
the Jews of that country has become. Much of this improvement is undoubtedly 
due to the interest shown in their behalf by the Anglo-Jewish Association. Mr. 
Malcolm, in his important letter to Sir Albert Sassoon, suggests that steps should 
be taken to establish a good Jewish school in Bushire. The subject of Jewish edu- 
cation generally in Persia has engaged the attention of the Association, 
and a Jewish native teacher is already being trained under their auspices. 
We hope the observations of Mr. Malcolm will stimulate the foundation 
of good Jewish schools in Persia, such as have been so successfully 
established in Turkey, Morocco, and India. The protection extended 
to the Jews by Prince Zil-us Sultan will be of immense value in 
rendering successful the efforts of the Anglo-Jewish Association in 
raising their social and educational condition, and the publication in 
the Persian newspaper of the memorial addressed to the Prince by the two 
London Jewish representative bodies will have a powerfully beneficial effect 


upon the attitude of the native Moslems towards the Jews, 


It is already manifest that the reaction against the anti-Clericals in Belgium 


will probably result in concessions being granted to Jewish sentiments upon the 
Cemetery Question. At present the law insists upon all burials being made in 
regular order, whatever may have been the religion of the deceased. This gave great 
offence toJews who objected to their dead being buried surrounded by emblems of 
another creed. Despite their protests the law was enforced. Hopes are now con- 
fidently entertained that the new Ministry will introduce a Bible dealing with 
the Cemetery Question in which the feelings of the Jews will be fully considered. 


The Russian press is worthy of its country, The mot perpetrates outrages 
which result in the destruction of property, the killing of many innocent perscns, 
and the lifelong ruin and miscry of a still greater number, and the newspapers 
applaud the humane work, and whet the appetite of its perpetrators for +a con- 
tinuation. One journal reminds its readers that the Jews betrayed and tor- 
tured Christ ; another says plainly that the Jews must be impaled, since hanging 
is too good for.them. There is a delicious frankness about the latter deliver- 
ance. The Lufsch—its name deserves not to die—does not conceal its opinions. 
The Press as a propagator of murderous doctrine of the most barbarous kind 18 
an anomaly reserved for this ninetcenth century. There is only one anomaly like 
it, and that is a Government which has the meuns of putting a stop to incite: 
ments to pillage and slaughter, and fails todo so. Such a Government is that of 
Russia. It has a censorship which swoops down heavily enough on the journal 
which shall dare to suggest that the Government is not one of Heavenly perfec- 
tion: but of articles promoting and applanding acts of violence it takes no 
notice. It is not surprising that the outrages upon Jews have been followed by 
similar attacks upon Old Beltevers. 


Our St. Petersburg correspondent, in referring in the letter-we published! , st 
week, to the recent excesses at Nijni Novgorod, mentioned, as a consoling feature 
of the fatal riots, not alone the abstention of the inhabitants of ‘the suburbs 9 
Kunawino from any share of the disturbances, but their protection of the 
cruelly-treated Jews. From other sourees we hear of equally gratifying conduct 
on the part of two important functionaries, the one being the Governor-General 
Baranow, the other, the Archbishop Makari of Nijmi Novgorod. The energy which 
the Governor-General displayed both in alleviating’ the sufferings of the Jewish 
vietims, and in taking measures for the prevention of further outbreaks, is 
described as being beyond all praise. Such a course of action was nothing less 
than might have becn expected from General. Baranow, who had previously 
civen proof of his humane feelings when Governor of Kowno, and jeter on of 
St. Petersburgh. As for the Archbishop, who, us Metropolttan of N ijni Novgo- 
rod, is one of the highest dignitaries of the Orthodox Chureh in Russia, he 
greatly distinguished himself by issuing a vigorously couched pastoral letter, in 
which, in no uncertain terms, he condemned the shameful attacks on the Jews. 


This letter has made So deep an mmpresston on the people that it 18 confidently 


hoped that Nijni Novgorod will no longer witness such ROrrIple-soenee of 
bloodshed and pluuder as disgraced this town a few weeks ago. The value 
which is placed on the A rchbishop’s pastoral in Jewish quarters is shown by the 


fact that the Jewish congregation at Astrakhan have not solely offered up 


special prayers for his Eminence’s long life, but have also caused his letter to be 
translated into Hebrew, and hung up, suitably framed, in their synagogue, as an 
everlasting memorial of his benevolent proceedings. 


~The objects aimed at by the Conference on Funeral and Mourning Reform, 
which was held last week, are most commendable. The tyranny of fashion 
presses very hardly upon the poor whenever a relative dies. ‘The idea that oe 
must necessarily “go into mourning,” and give the departed a handsome funera 
involvesthemin an expense which too often they are unable to afford. Not only - 
crape and imposing funerals costly luxuries which narrow purses sagraish ger pe 
compass, but slavish adherence to custom 1s especially egeientectr ic 0 . e 
working classes. Their social superiors do sometimes make su! ci- 
ently independent of conventionality as to bind a crape band roun re aie in 
place of donning an entire suit of black ; but the poor Pa coe ler 
such a proceeding wanting in due respect both to the dead and to themselves, 
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The power of such a combination. would no doubt. be diminished, but 
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A reform in prevalent notions regarding mourning is the only remedy for a state | 
of things which imposes a needless burden on persons who are least able to bear 
it ; and it was for the purpose of hastening this reform that ‘the Conference 
was held. 


A change in popular customs in regard to funerals and mourning is greatly 
to be desired in the interests of the Jewish poor in common with the humbler 
orders in general. Our poorer brethren share the prevailing idea that to 
exchange the coloured garments they are wearing when a relative dies for 
black clothes, is a solemn duty. The sacrifices they make to satisfy this 
mistaken sense of duty, and further, to give the dead what they call a respect- 
able funeral, are pathetic enough. Properly looked at, however, such sacrifices 
do no real good to anyone. There is nothing essentially religious about these 
expensive customs. On the contrary, although Jewish funerals are apt in these 
days to be made occasions for parade, they were originally simplicity itself. The 
truly religious practices which Judaism has associated with death run directly 
counter to ornamentation and display. The dead are buried without any acces- 
sory save the simplest shrouds, and the coflin, hearse, and mourning-carriages are 
marked by a studied simplicity. As to wearing black, there is nothing essentially 
Jewish about that. On the contrary, ultra-orthodox Jews object to black on the 
ground of its being 39 Np. In olden times white was the colour used to 
denote mourning ; but Jewish law does not insist upon the wearing of any par- 
ticular colour. The only sign of bereavement affecting clothing, which 
is known to Judaism, is the custom of making a small rent in the garments of 
the very near relatives of the departed. It would be well if more sensible 
notions were to prevail on these matters among the Jewish poor. The money 
they spend in costly mourning and in the hire of a large number of * black 
coaches” for funerals would be put to far better use if it were devoted to the 
support of their families. 


Another mourning-reform which is urgently wanted as for 
Ecclesiastical Authorities The observance of the 
manner involves the poor in serious hardships.

To condemn a man who depends 
on his daily labour for his daily bread to a week's idleness is to involve hint in 
heavy loss. Worse than this, it too often forces him to have recourse to charity. 
One of the most frequent and most readily admitted claims upon Jewish Boards 
of Guardians is that which arises out of * contined mourning.” Would it not be 
an act of real kindness to allow the working man to go about his business during 
the Shiva? It is considered a religious duty to comfort the mourner : but we 
go a strange way about discharging that duty when we place the mourncr in a 
position which gives him the amplest opportunity of nursing lis grief. If he 
were allowed to engage in his usual occupation he would probably tind in it 
temporary forgetfulness of his bereavement. The existing practice in regard to 
the Shiva needs modifying, too, In view Of the danger it ereates of spreading 
disease. The poor, more especially, very often strictly observe the law as. to 
remaining closely in the house during the week, even when the death has been 
oceasioned by an infections maliuly. The danger to which both relatives and friends 
are thus exposed is considerable, The regalation, which prescribes confinement 
to the house during the Shiee rests upon so sheht a religious foundation that. it 
might well be modificd in view of the evils to which it gives ris:

It is possible that Arabian 
‘nfluence, and especially the Koran, had some slight influence in the matter, 
The graveyard of a Cathedral in England is commonly called the paradise. 


But 2 curious coincidence, one that we have never seen pointed out, remains 


to be noted. M.P. Le Page Renouf, in his Hibbert Lectures (1879) on the 
Religion of Ancient Egypt, quotes from Diodorus a statement that the Egyptians 
called their tombs “ eternal dwelling places.” “ The latter part of this,”’ remarks 
M. Renouf (pp. 127-8), “is strictly and literally tiue ; pa eta, ‘ eternal dwelling- 
place,’ is an expression which is met with at every instant in the inscripions of 
the earliest period, descriptive of the tomb. The word anchiu, which literally 
signifies ‘ living,’ is used in innumerable places emphaticall y for the ‘departed,’ who 
are enjoying everlasting life . . . .  . Neb anch, or ‘Lord of Life,’ is one 
of the names given to the sarcophagus. In the very ancicnt inscription of Una, 
the coffin is called heb enanchiv, or the chest of the living.” It is interesting to 
find that in the Midrash Bereshith Rabbah, chapter 19, the ‘tree of the garden” 
(though, it is as well to point out, not the “ tree of life ” in particular), is id¢nti- 
fied with the coffin. We have here so complete a parallel that we are not a little 
surprised that we are now called upon to indicate its existence for the first time

JEWISH MIDDLE-CLASS SCHOOLS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—I admit one thing of Mr, Herbert Bentwitch : he has a very lively imagi- 
nation. He has conjured up an opponent who is a veritable monster of iniquity, and 
to whom, in a fit of pleasantry, he has given the name of *Judeus.’ What a 
wicked man this ‘‘Judwus ’1is! He would turn everything topsy-turvy. He would 
abolish every distinction between Jew and Gentile, and blot out the name of Israel 
from among men. He is the very individual Judwus ought to think himself 
highly honoured) whom * George Kliot ~ had in her mind when she drew her memo- 
rable picture of the rational Jew in ** Daniel Deronda ’’—the Jew who would as soon 
marry his children to Christians as to members of his own race. He belongs to the 
baser sort who would have us “ give up our religious pre-eminence in the desire to 
seek a recognition of our social equality,’ and “ surrender the precious Trust which 
Ages have handed down to us for the new Gospel of Mammon.” Against such an 
embodiment of all the vices Mr. Bentwitch fights with becoming ardour. How 
vigorously he thrusts, and hacks, and slashes! What execution he does! One can 
hear the noise of his sword as it cleaves the air—nay, the far more fearful sound it 
makes as it strikes his luckless antagonist, Alas, for poor * Judaus” ; it is all over 
with him. “There is no mincing of matters about this” says Mr. Bentwitch, 
Ironically, of course ; for he has reduced this imaginary foe of his to the smallest 
of mincemeat. 


This is a very grand display, Mr. Bentwitch ; but allow me to observe that it 


does not advance your case one jot. All this cutting and slashing makes a great: 
din; but it is only sound and fury signifying nothing, It is magnificent, of . 


course, but itis not war, Lou have been fighting the wrong man, You have evolved 
a monster from your heated brain, andslain him; and richly has he deserved his fate. 
But though you chose to call him *‘ Judwus,’’ he was not the real, living “ Judaus ” 
whom you met with in the columns of the Jewish Chronicle, That is quite a dif- 
ferent personage altogether—holding views far less revolutionary, if more common- 
place, than those cherished: by your blood-curdling Frankenstein, What! the true 
* Judeus”’ advocate the destruction of Jewish identity, and uphold the expediency 


of mixed marriages! You cannot believe it, of course. But it was not kind of you, 


Mr, Bentwitch, to tempt others to believe it, by naming your monster after me. 
Tam disappointed with Mr, Bentwitch. I joined issue with him on the momen- 


tous question raised by his first letter, because I thought he would discuss it with 


mein amanner worthy of its importance. The subject of middle-class Jewish 
Education is one which deserves all the calm, judicial consideration which can be 
obtained for it from intelligent minds. There is, on the one hand, a religious issue 
involved ; on the other there is the question of public policy. While I did not lose 


sight of the former consideration, it seemed to me that Mr. Bentwitch’s letter. 
afforded an opportunity for directing attention to the latter. I ventured to chal- 


lenge the soundness of the principle he laid down—the principle, namely, that the 
provision of facilities for Jewish middle-class education is the duty of the commu- 
nity, and that those facilities ought to take the form of exclusively Jewish schools, 
My contention was a two-fold one. In the first place I argued that the Jewish 
Middle Class were quite capable of providing religious instruction for themselves, 
without seeking for external aid, In the second place I expressed an opinion that 
Jewish denominational schools, with the exception of institutions like the Free 
School in Bell Lane, were undesirable, inasmuch as they tended to keep open the 
gulf which even in this country separates the Jew from his neighbour, My meaning 
was, I think, perfectly clear, I was referring to defects on the part of both Jew and 
Gentile, Only the blindest of partisans will deny that we English Jews still retain 
peculiarities affecting our manner and our mode of viewing things which are the 
heritage of centuries of oppression, and which we should do well to get rid of. These 
peculiarities have nothing whatever to do with religion, and the most orthodox Jew 
may long for their disappearance as ardently as his most advanced coreligionist, On 
the other hand, it cannot be gainsaid that there still lingers even among the bulk of 
Englishmen a tinge of suspicion and distrust of their Jewish fellow-citizens, Those 
Who hold the contrary know little of commercial or social life in this country. It 
Will be admitted, I suppose, that the attitude to which I am referring is one which 
must be detrimental to Jewish interests. Now, theantidote which I propounded is a more 
intimate acquaintance with the Jewish character, Let our neighbours know us better, 
and they will respect us more, But in order to know us better they must see more 
ofus, Their prejudices are the result of ignorance, If that ignorance is to be dis- 


pelled there must be freer intercourse between Jew and Gentile. I look to the 
School as the chief agent for effecting these desirable changes, Let Jewish and 
Christian children learn fom each other by learning with each other, and, while the 
former will lose the undesirable characteristics which a cruel world has impressed 
on their race, the latter will pay, in just and kindly feeling, the final instalment of 
the debt which the humane world owes to the Jews. 

This, Sir, is the substance of my last letter, I have set down here nothing that 
I have not already advanced in clear and unmistakable language. I do not wish to 
weary your readers, and therefore refrain from making large quotations from myself, I 
ask, then, whether there is anything incommon between my mildand innocent opinions 


and those which Mr, Bentwitch has placed in the mouth of his imaginary ‘ Judeus.” 


Where have I said one word which would imply that I am for putting an end to our 
existence as a distinct race? Mr, Bentwitch has attempted to grapple with a most 
important question, but instead of bringing fair argument to bear upon it he has 
thought fit utterly to distort my meaning, and then to denounce me as a traitor and 
I know not what. He appears more desirous of snatching a momentary victory 
than of helping to elucidate the truth. I cannot suppose him to be so ignorant as 
not to know the meaning of plain English. One of two things has happened, Either 
he has not read the whole of my letter, in which case he ought not to have replied 
to it, or he has wilfully misrepresented me, He may choose which horn of the 
dilemma he pleases, 

The issue I have raised, says Mr. Bentwitch, “is simply whether or not the 
time has arrived when distinctions between Jews and Gentiles should cease!" If, 
as it would seem, a// distinctions are meant, then I beg to say that I have 
raised no such issue, Mr, Bentwitch quotes part of a passage from my letter, 
but, after the manner of special pleaders, quotes that part only which suits 
his purpose, Permit me to cite the passage in its entirety: “The idea 
that we are a mysterious race between whom and the general population there is a 
great gulf fixed by some undefined causes—the idea which still prompts many Eng- 


 lishmen to consider a Jew as necessarily a foreigner—this has still to be eradicated, 


and it is the influence of undenominational schools which can do most to eradicate 
it.” Does this assert that Jewish distinctiveness, in the sense which Mr, Bentwitch 
assigns to the words, “the collection of special and characteristic features which 
separates it (the Jewish community) from other communities,” ought to become a’ 
thing of the past? Does it advocate “a process of extinction,” or anything like it? 
Or does it not rather suggest a change in the mental relations of the Gentile to the 
Jew which every lover of Israel, nay, every lover of justice and peace and good 
will, would gladly see inaugurated? Mr, Bentwitch chooses to fall foul of the 
expressions ‘denominational system’ and “denominationalism which I used in 
my former letter. Ile affects to see in my objections to denominationalism objec- 
tions to our continued existence as a distinct body. I can hardly believe him to be 
as ignorant as he appears. He surely must know that I used the terms in question 
in the restricted sense in which they are commonly employed—in ‘the sense, namely, 
of denominational education, 1 do not yield even to Mr. Bentwitch himself in the 
desire to see maintained all those distinctions of a religious character which separate 
Israel from other races, I may not make much parade of my religious zeal, but it 
is not on that account less genuine. Mr. Bentwitch, indeed, admits that I am 


anxious for the promotion of religious education among the middle classes of the 


community. That being so, how he can make the charges he has elected to prefer 
against me passes my comprehension,’ He thinks my letter contradictory ; but it is 
contradictory solely because he has thought fit to read 1t awry, He must have 
known that a writer who expresses a deep interest in Jewish education is not lightly 
to be aceused of advocating the absorption and the extinetion of the Jews, In 
short, Mr. Bentwitch’s letter is a conundrum, which I should give up did I not recol- 
lect that he is a lawyer, and that he has probably been indulging in a good wrangle: 
just to keep his hand in. The amusement, however, is one which ought not to be 
sought for in a public discussion of a great question, Misrepresentation of my 
meaning is a matter of minor consequence, 

There are signs that Mr. Bentwitch has grown tired of his rather rough play, 
and means to go back to business. He promises next week to show “ how the ample 
provision demanded by him” (“Judwus”’) for religious education—that-is, I pre- 
sume, for middle-class religious education—* can only be supplied by public schools 
not burdensome to the community.’ I shall be glad to sit at the feet of Mr, Bent- 
witch, and learn all that he may teach, provided it is sound doctrine, It will bea 
merit in these public schools if they are not burdensome to the community, But I 
shall still take objection to them for the reasons I have already stated—not 
because I wish to break down the bulwarks of Jewish separatism, but because I hold 
that, in the interests of justice, of the Jew, nay, of Judaism itself, which can only 
gain by being known through the lives of those who profess it, intercourse between 
the Israelite and his neighbour should be as free as it can possibly be made. If, I 
repeat, this breaking down of social barriers be attended by danger to the religious 
allegiance of the Jew, it must be met by a properly organised system of religious 
instruction grafted on the unsectarian school or on the synagogue, or on both. This 
is a work which may well engage the earnest efforts of our “men of light and 
leading,” among both the clergy and the laity. In applying their energies to it 
they will be dealing with a task whose performance is demanded by the age, and 
which promises rich results. Whether the accomplishment of such a task, or the 
establishment of Middle Class Schools for the exclusive benefit of Jews is the more 
desirable or the more practicable, is a question, the decision of which I confidently 


leave in the hands of your readers, |

DEATH OF TITE REV. GEORGE JACOBS OF PHILADELPILIA. 


The Rev. George Jacobs, Minister of the “Beth El Emeth ” Congregation of 
Philadelphia, died on the 14th ult. Ife was born at Kingston, Jamaica, in 184, 
and settled in the city of Richmond, Virginia, in 1854, where he engaged in mer- 
cantile pursuits. In 1857 he was elected minister of the “ Beth Shalom” Con- 
gregation of Richmond, and filled that office for twelve years. In the capital of 
the Confederate States he was highly respected, and attained an_ influential post- 
tion. During the civil wer he evinced his syinpathies with the Southern cause, 
as a friend of the deceased writes, by “ sustaining and cheering the people whose 
wrongs he felt and whose miseries he shared.” Mr. Jacobs became widely 
known as an earnest and zealous minister and eloquent preacher. On the death of 
the Rev. Isaac Leeser (well known in England by his translation of the Bible 
and other works), the position of minister of the Beth El Emeth Congregation, 
Philadelphia, was unanimously offered to Mr. Jacobs; and in March 186% he was 
installed into the office. Since that date he has been one. of the most zealous, 
earnest, and eloquent Jewish ministers in the United States. He was prominent 
in every movement for the social and intellectual! advanccment of his people. In

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THE JEWS OF PERSIA. 


Some time ago the Joint Committee of the Board of Deputies and the 
Anglo-Jewish Association addressed to the Prince Zil-us-Sultan, second son of 
the Shah, a letter of thanks, gratefully acknowledging the protection accorded 
by his Royal Highness to the Jews under his authority. 

Gir Albert Sassoon kindly undertook charge of the letter and forwarded it 
through Messrs. Malcolm, of Bushire, for presentation to the Prince. Mr. T. J. 
Malcolm is now in London, and the following is a copy of a letter just received 
from him by Sir Albert Sassoon :— | 


| London, 25th July, 1884. 
Sir ALBERT SAssoon, K.C,S.1,, &e., &e, 


25, Kensington Gore, London, 
Dear Sir,—You will no doubt recollect that some time ago you sent through us 
(A. and T. J. Malcolm, of Bushire) a memorial addressed by yourself and some of 
the leading representatives of the community to His Imperial Highness the Zil-us- 
Sultan of Persia, thanking him for the protection extended to the Jews, and the 
security enjoyed by them under his Government. I have now the pleasure to enclose 
herein His Imperial Highness’s reply, together with its translation, which I have 


~ no doubt will be read with much interest and satisfaction. 


~. Your memorial, which was translated and forwarded to the Prince along witha 
suitable letter from us, was published, by order, in the /spahan Firhang, and copied 
by many other Persian papers both in the country and abroad, This I may say was 
calculated as an official intimation to the predominating Mahomedan community 
that the Jews would continue to receive and enjoy the protection of His Imperial 
Highness, I will not go so far as to assert that the Jews are really enjoying equal 
rights and privileges as the Persians, for that is impossible under the supervening 
religious influences of the Moslems ; yet I can positively assure you that the tran- 
quility and protection erjoyed by the community, and that, too. more particularly 
under the vast jurisdiction and the just and able administration of the Zil-us-Sul- 
tan, is most satisfactory, and no doubt more sq than what many of their coreligion- 
ists enjoy in some European countries, | 
Asa further proof of the prosperity of the Jews in Persia I would point out 
the marked improvement in their condition of life: most of them are well-to-do, 
and now freely and largely engage themselves in commerce, transact business with 
the Persians, and many employing the leading Mahomedan merchants as their agents, 
The poorer ciasses, however, are by no means industrious, and many of them are 
found in the lowest of occupations, while they could easily follow agricultural 
pursuits, and with much advantage, The Jews. as a body, are sadly wanting in 
education, aud this is most deplerable, as they rank amongst the most illiterate in 
the country ; and no doubt this is the principal reason why they do not attain the 
desirable social equality and eminence, while, on the other hand, an educated native 
Christian is generally respected. It lies in your power to materially improve their 
condition by establishing schools ; and, to begin with, I would suggest your having 
one at Bushire to teach English, French, Hebrew, Arabic, and Persian, The main- 
tenance of teachera for the last three languages, and the local expenses, would cost 
a mere trifle. Admittance into such schools would, I am sure, be eagerly sought 
for Mahomedan children, and this in itself would wash out many of the existing 
prejudices against the Jews, You already know the inestimable advantages derived 
from your schools in Bagdad. 

With reference to the Prince’s letter, perhaps I may as well point out that the 
spot where the Prince has affixed his seal (at the back-end of the letter). according 
to Persian etiquette, places the writer and recipient on terms of equality ; and this 
must be construed as a great compliment and politeness on the part of the Prince,

“WHAT IS JUDAISM”? 


[FIRST NOTICE. ] 


Under the title of “What is Judaism? A Question of To-day,” Mr. Lucien 
Wolf contributes to the August number of the Fortnightly Review an 
ably written article. He regards anti-Semitism as “something more than a 
mere spasm of moral atavism.’’ Proceeding toan enquiry. into the origin of anti- 
Semitism he says, “ The primal cause of all agitations against the Jew is to be 
sought, not so much in the passions stimulated by theological differences, as in 
the irritating mystery of the persistence of Judaism, notwithstanding the assur- 
ances of Christianity that Judaism has long been moribund .... Is it extra- 
ordinary that this mystery should irritate men’s minds and that there should be 
violent outbursts against a dommation which is not merely foreign but almost 
plantasmic ?”” Remarking that “no honest attempt has been made to solve the 
question,” he quotes a passage from one of Mr. Goldwin Smith's articles on the 
Jewish Question in which that writer described Judaism as “ material optimism ” 
and “legalism,” as coming very near solying the bewildering problem. Mr. Wolf 
thereupon writes ;— | 

“Mr. Smith has chanced very near the truth in bracketing ‘material 
optimism’ and ‘legalism’ together as important clements in Judaism, although he 
has failed to estimate them at their true value, or to detect the connection between 
them and the conclusion at which they point. Iam desirous of showing in these pages 


that Judaism is really a system of ‘material optimism,’ expressing itself ina minute 


legalism’; that it is a positivistic system, differing only from the latter-day Posi- 
tivism of Auguste Comte in the respect that it has operated during some thousands 
of years with results which raise it altogether out of the region of empirical philo- 
sophy.’ The definition to be extracted from Jewish history | would express thus : 
Judaism holds that the possibilities of human koowiedge are limited to the visible 
world. Mankind is consequently taught that temporal happiness is the goal of 
existence and the whole aim of action, Liberty is ideal happiness, and its ultimate 
test is progress ; and this ideal is developed by the conquest of the lower propensi- 
ties by the higher intellectual faculties. Progress is, in faet, founded on a basis of 
Natural Law or Justice, and the resultant liberty is the highest achievement in. 
temporal happiness possible within the limits of immutable law. The conclusion | 
would formulate is that the Jews, by their practical observance of this teaching, 
have acquired a special adaptability to the conditions of life and a peculiar capacity 
for making the most of them, This enable them ‘ to have the advantage’ of which 
Mr. Goldwin Smith speaks, 

“A clear discrimination between the essential and the aceidental in Judaism is 
requisite in order to understand this definition. The test of the essential in Judaism 
is its coherent survival amid transient and adventitious accessories, and its consis- 
tency, a8 between cance and cifect, with the uniform developments of Jewish cha- 
racter. Iv other words, the proper method of ascertaining the nature of Judaism 
must be, not by a collation of Biblical texts, but by an induction from the pheno- 


_~menaof every-day experience. This is rendcred necessary by the fact that in Judaism 


the religion and the race are almost interchangeable terms, The rigid’ observance 
during long centuries of a ‘ peculiar’ legalism by a peculiarly exclusive people has 
necessarily resulted in the people becoming the manifestation of its laws. Its phy- 
sical and historical character is the creation of these laws, and consequently in the 
developments of this character we must recognise the form of essential Judaism, I 
adopt this method, too, because it is the fairest in view of the recent controversy. 
The most striking phenomenon in Jewish life is the survival of the race. There 
is no more remarkable fact in the whole history of mankind. Other races have 
managed to protract their separatism, but the Jews have, to all appearances, perpet- 
uated theirs. They have outlived the Golden Ages of all the great nations of angi- 
quity and the decadence of the empires of the Middle Ages ; they have survived a 
persecution the like of which no other people could have endured, and in an age of 
culture, which boasts its superiority over all the civilisations of the ancient world, 
they, notwithstanding the drawbacks of their history, prove still to be superior, 
physically, mentally, and morally, to the races with which they come in contact, 
This permanence of race 1s no mere caprice of nature; it is to be exclusively attri. 
buted to the discipline of the artificial system by which its life has been regulated, 
In the gradual process of the formation of the people there must have ocourred a 
period when it became distinguished for a high degree of strength and vigour. Such 
a period is observable in the history of all great nations, but in every case, with the 


exception of the Jewish, it was permitt:d to ship away. The strongly-n arked — 


optimism of Judaism, the high intelligence of the people, and particularly the con- 
trast presented by the teachings and habits of other races, no doubt induced the 
Hebrews to prize their superiority more highly than any other people. The natural 
impulse to reject all further infusions of alien blood, as soon as the consciousness 
of superiority was reache?, found every support in their national legends aud tradi- 
tions, and became accentuated by the hostility of their neighbours, Then their 
exclusiveness became legalised, and on its basis a perfect code of laws was can: 
structed, providing for the unaided progression of the physical capacities af the 
race, and embodying every dictate of their higher civilisation which might be cal- 
culated to maintain their superiority. In short, at a crucial period of its history 
the optimism of Judaism expressed itself in ‘legalism.’ How far the system thus 
formed has succeeded is illustrated by the extraordinary condition in which the Jews 
have survived to the present day.” |

information will be obtained, The facilities granted by the Committce to appren- 


tices will be more generally made known, and the co-operation of the authorities of 


Jewish schools will be secured. To increase the supply of suitable masters, a pro- 
posal has been made that masters should be obtained by means of trade agencies. 
Among other internal re-arrangements of the Committee has been the formation of 
an Executive Committee, and it is cuntemplated to largely increase the number of 
“The Visiting Guardians of Apprentices.” These “ Guardians ”’ act as the repre- 
sentatives of the Board between apprentice and master, and greatly facilitate the 
satisfactory performance of the master’s obligations, as well as the industry, punc- 
tuality, and general good conduct of the apprentice,

to our honour and advantage... But needless exclusion is a thing which 
we may all work to destroy in the interests of both the race and the 
faith. When, however, all this is said, the question of making provision for 
Middle Class religious education still remains where it was, Better facilities 
are required than at present exist for the religious instruction of the children of 
the commercial classes. The provision which is made among those classes 
for Jewish education is not a satisfactory one. A well-nigh perfect 
machinery has been created to secure the religious teaching of the children 
of the poor, For this purpose large establishments have been provided, 
which are richly endowed and generously supported. But while so much has 
been done for the base of the social pyramid, its higher sections have been 
almost entirely overlooked. We do not agree that the poor have in this 
respect been “ petted and caressed”; but the careful attention which is 
bestowed upon their religious requirements is apt to seem lavish and exces- 
sive when contrasted with the neglect to which the children of the Middle 
Classes are condemned. The fault is chargeable, not upon the community, but 
Upon the parents. It is not the business of the public to perform tasks 
Which each person is capable of performing for himself. If the members of 
the well-to-do class felt a genuine desire to give their children a sound reli- 
gious education they would quickly devise the means of giving effect to their 
Wishes, Unfortunately, there is too little of such a desire discernible, | For 
4 person to subscribe regularly to the funds of an elementary Jewish school, 
and at the same time to neglect to have his own children properly instructed 
in religious knowledge, is an anomaly which is only too common. The mis- 
chief lies not in the entire absence of any arrangement for imparting Jewish 
instruction, but in the manifest inadequacy of the arrangements that do 
exist. A very little effort is complacently regarded as a satisfaction in full 
of all the demands of duty. Parents engage a teacher to instruct their 
children one or two hours a week, and having done this, go about their busi- 


hess or their pleasure with the conscientious peace which springs from a 


‘Sense of fulfilled obligations. Fancying they have done all that was neces- 


sary, they make no attempt to do more. They do not ask themselves whether 
the capabilities of the teacher or the quality and quantity of the instruction 
are all that could be desired. Whether the teaching is really religious

Hebrew reading and translation, leaving the higher emotions of the children's 


hearts anawakened, and whether it is possible that a knowledge and a love of

a low rate, are questions which never trouble them. They pay their 
money, and do not want to make their choice. Why should they? It is 
much more comfortable to think things are going on rightly. Why should 
they seek to know whether the teacher or his instruction might not be 
bettered ? Besides, they might not be capable of judging if they did enquire. 

The remedy for this undesirable state of things lies in proper 
organisation on the part of those members of the middle class 
who have the eyes to see and the heart to feel what Jewish 
education is, and what it ought to be. Let the private teacher 
go on earning his bread by all means; he earns it with sufficient 
difficulty. For an adequate understanding of Judaism, for a due 


knowledge of its institutions and a perfect acquaintance with its spirit, 


for a familiarity with Jewish history, extending beyond the Biblical period 
through all the succeeding ages of alternative triumph and suffering—for 
this let recourse be had to the minister’s instruction. It is for the purpose 


of securing his teaching that organisation is needed. As matters are now

The improvement of Jewish middle class education is a task, 
the accomplishment of which lies in the hands of the Middle Class 
themselves.. They alone are to blame that it needs so much improvement, 
It is little short of a public scandal that a congregation like that of St. 
John’s Wood should have no provision save the pulpit for the religious 
instruction of the young. We have always insisted upon the value of ser- 
mons ; but obviously they cannot be considered to satisfy all the religious 


requirements of children. Many discourses are suited for men and women 


alone, and neyer even ripple the stream of a child’s thoughts. Nay, religi- 
ous instruction, to be successful, must be systematic. The same rules have 


to be observed in teaching Judaism as are carried out in the teaching of any 
other subject. The discourses of the preacher are an excellent means’ of 
reminding people of their duties, or of conveying fragments of knowledge ; 


but they do not constitute adequate provision for the religious education of 


the young. This can be supplied by direct and regular teaching. 
One thing, ‘however, must be borne in mind. The classes we would see 
established must be meant for work, not display. The theatrical spectacle 
in which synagogal teaching culminates in the United States, for example, 
must be carefully avoided What is wanted is that the young should be 


helped to take their place in life as sincere, pious Israelites, not that they © 


should be used as characters in what is too much like astage-play. Children 
learn only too quickly to take delight in the glory of fine clothes ; and vanity 
is a failing that human beings do not need to be taught. To glory in one’s 
religious birthright, and to take pride in being true to it, are virtues which are 
less common ; and it is the aim of true religious education to create them. 
Fortunately there seems less need for the warning than there used to be. 
The fact that no public Confirmation has been held at the Berkeley Street 
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to the eternal honour of Hungarian justice. Herr Rétvés,

PETERSBURG,—In the Jewish cemetery of St. Petersburg many gravestones 
and monuments had been wantonly broken to pieces, the graves torn up. and the 
corpses despoiled, T'rom an investigation that was instituted, it transpired that 
some well-to-do Christians had perpetrated the crime. A week previously a similar 
outrage was perpetrated at a Christian cemetery, and the Jews were unjustly charged 
with the crime, but the investigation clearly proved that both acts of desecration 
had been perpetrated by the same parties. | 

THE RECENT EXCESSES AT NIJNI-NOVGOROD,—The Jews have offered up 
prayers and thanksgiving inthe synagogue on behalf of the Metropolitan Makaria, 
of Nijni-Novgorod, who addressed to his flock a pastoral letter couched in very 
friendly terms towards the Jews on the oceasion of the recent excesses against the 
Jews, The letter will be framed and hung up on the walls of the synagogue, and 
copies have been translated into Hebrew and engrossed on vellum, 


SHOCKING OUTRAGE. 


The Paris Sow of Tuesday, relates the following strange story. At the 
beginning of the month a Polish Jew left Russia for Paris, in order to attend his 
brother's wedding. On arriving at a station in-the neighbourhood of the metro- 
polis, the traveller was asked for his ticket. He was totally ignorant of French, 
and the employe of Russian, and after a time the latter losing patience, knocked 
him about, handeufied him, and imprisoned him in a dark and filthy cellar, 
where he was detained four days without food. A rope was put round his neck, 
buckets of water were emptied on him, and on the day of the National Féte 
squibs were let off in his face. At length the Mayor of the place getting wind 
of the affair, paid the Jew a visit, in company with a man who spoke Russian, 
and, after a short conversation, during which his brother’s address was’ ascer- 
tained, a telegram was sent off, and he was released. This (says the Soir) is the 
story told by the Jew’s brother, who has naturally appealed to the authorities.

SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE, 

We quote the following fromthe New York Evening Telegram of the 1th 
ult. : 
The Hebrews of this city are engaging with enthusiasm in the work of prepar. 
ing for an appropriate celebration of the approaching 100th birthday of the great 
philanthropist, Sir Moses Montefiore, on Sunday, the 26th October. It is also 
confidently stated that Christians will heartily unite with the Jews in commemo. 
ration of the centennial of this man who has been so unsectarian in his bestowal of 
million of dollars in benevolent work. The English Jews have already organised 
for the celebration, and the committee in charge of the celebratioa jp 
New York, have decided to erect “* The Montefiore Home for Chronic Invalids.” to 
be thoronghly non-sectarian. The site has not been selected, The committee SAY 

“The proposed Montefiore Home for Chronic Invalids is a most necessary lnk 
in the grand chain of Hebrew charities, which are so noble an ornament of New 
York Judaism, and it will worthily mark the respect we entertain for Sir Moses 
Montefiore, whose career, distinguished by exemplary discharge of civic duties and 
by philanthropy exercised without distinction of creed, has done so much to raise 
the name of Hebrew among all nations, while his unceasing and unselfish exertions 
for the oppressed have endeared him to his people throughout the world.” 

Over $100,000 have already been collected for the monument to Sir Moses, The 
institution will cost over $200,000 and perhaps nearly $300,000, An important pub- 
lic meeting under the auspices of the committee will be held here within ten days. 
In view of the proposed offering, the venerable nobleman writes in Ifebrew a letter,

FRANCE. 


Death has lately carried off several prominent Jewish personages in France. 
First in distinction stands Madame cad, widow of the illustrious musician 
and composer of “ La Juive.” Madame Halévy herself gained considerable re- 
nown asa sculptress. Although a Jewess (a member of the Rodrigues family 
of Bordeaux), she entirely held aloof from the community, the result being that 
her daughter inarried a Christi»n, the late M. Bizet, the composer of the charming 
opera “ Carmen.” A second person of note, who has died at the premature age 
of 40 years, isthe Parisian artist, M. Adolph Hirsch, He was a pupil of Meis- 
gonier, and chiefly distinguished himself as a portrait painter, although sey eral 
large pictures came from his brush. His demise has brought mourning into 
the houses of two leading Jewish families in London ; his widow (née Malle. 
Perugia of Trieste) being a sister of Mrs. Leopold de Rothschild and of Mrs. 
Arthur Sassoon. The death of Colonel Boris also deserves to be mentioned, if 
only on account of this gallant ofiicer, originally a workman, having risen from 
the ranks to a high position in the army in consequence of his distinguished 
services. 

The funeral of the late Bishop of Dijon, which took place on the 17th July, 
was characterised by the sympathy shown by the Jewish inhabitants with their 
Catholic fellow-townspeople. Along the route all the shops belonging to the 
Jews were completely closed. In the cortége itself was a deputation from the 
Jewish community, headed by M. Gerson, its Rabbi, who was attired in. full 
canonicals. | | 

The habit of adding the words “ A Jew” after the name of a malefactor 
when he happened to belong to that race, is happily becoming more and more 
rare. This practice has usually been confined in England as in France, to news- 
papers - it has, however, been left to the last named couutry to give an example 
of its employment even by the representatives of public justice. he other day, 
in the course of atrial before the Assize Court of the Seine, the Procureur- 
General, who had charge of the.case, continually referred to the defendant as a 
Jew. ‘he latter’s counsel also happened tobe a member of the Jewish commu- 

nity (M. Edmond Benoit-Levy), and he energetically protested against the con- 
duct of the Procureur-General, which tended to give offence to his numerous 
Jewish colleagues at the bar. 

It is reported that among the many hundreds of victims to the epidemic of 
cholera which is raging at Marseilles and Toulon, there has not been a single Jew. 
If this be true, Jews nay once again congratulate themselves on the benelicial 
results of the sanitary condition of their houses. 


LITERATURE, 


ANMUAEPC de lit Societe des Nee (Paris ISS1), 

The third annual volume issued by the Societe des Etudes des Juives gives 
ample evidence of the continued vitality of the organisation. It isunnecessury 
to look for this evidence beyond the interesting account of the publications of 
the society for 1882-3, which has been written by M. Theodore Reinach, the 
Secretary, and to which are devoted the earlier pages of the volume. before us. 
The presence of such naines as Dercnbourg, Darmesteter, oseph Halevy, Jules 
Oppert:and Moise Schwabe on the list of the Council is a guarantee that the 


work of the society is of a solid character. It consists of 371 members, and its’ 


annual income amounts to about £560. Its numerical strength, therefore, is 
already considerable ; but there is every reason to believe that it will become 
greater still. The society is certainly deserving of a brilliant future. The pre- 
sent volume, in addition tothe report of M. Theodore Reinach, already referred 
to, contains three lectures delivered before the society and two original articles. 
We may add that these annual volumes are supplementary to the ordinary 
periodical publications of the society. Of the lectures in the present volume, 
the most important is one by M. Renan on the “ Original Identity and the Gradual 
Separation of Judaism and Christianity’. The second lecture was delivered by Dr. 
Manucl Leven ; its subject is the “ Hygiene of the Israelites.” According to Dr, 
Leven the two chief nervous centres of the human frame are the cerebral and the 
abdominal, and his lecture is mainly intended to show that the prescriptions of 
the Pentateuch are based upon a recognition of this fact. The. title of 
the third lecture is the “Causes and Origin of Anti-semitism.’ It was delivered 
by M. Astrue, late Chief Rabbi of Belgium, and is a careful attempt to trace to 
their sources those anti-Jewish prejudices and outrages which, unfortunately, 
eater into the history of even our owntimes. M. Astruc deals out blame impar- 
tially. He does not scruple to mention those defects in the Jews themselves, 
which have combined with the ignorance, the superstition andthe evil passions 
of their enemies to mark them out as the legitimate objects of atrocious attacks. 
The volume contains a sketch by M. Léon Kahn, of the history of the Jewish 
Consistorial Schools of Paris. The first of these schools. was founded in 1819. 
Previous to that date Jewish instruction. appears to have been entirely in the 
Hands of keepers of Chedarim. In spite of the livre dor which was. instituted, 
and in which were inscribed the names of the contributors to the first consistorial 
school, only 4,026 franes were subscribed the first year,and still less the second ;

The Atonement.—A Clerical Symposium on‘ What is the Scripture Doctrine of the 


Atonement ?’’ (London: 1883, JAMES NISBET & Co.) 

In this volume are collected the papers on the Scriptural doctrine of the 
Atonement, which were contributed to the Homiletic Magazine some time ago by 
various writers. One of the articles is from the pen of Mr. Israel Abrahams, 
A, and it is owing to this circumstance, and not .because the general subject 
18 One of any great interest to our readers, that we notice this work. Mr. 
Abrahams sets out with the very just observation that in matters of Biblical 
criticism it is necessary to take comprehensive, rather than minute, views. But 
the mode in which he applies this principle to the subject under consideration is 
hardly satisfactory. His position, of course, is that no support can logically be 
obtained from the Pentateuch for the Christian doctrine of the Atonement. In 
seeking to establish this thesis he commits himself to statements which are by 
ho means incontrovertible. ‘Thus he says that the immolation of the sacrificial 
animal typified the spiritual death of the sinner, which had resulted from the trans- 
8ression of the latter. But Scripture affords no warranty for such a theory. On the 


contrary, even when the sacrifice was not brought as an atonement for sin, the 

animal was slain all the same. The truth is that the practice of killing the 

victim dated from the earliest times. According to primitive ideas the sacrifice 
was a present tothe Deity. [le was supposed to enjoy it in some such way as 
a human being would have enjoyed it ; and it was prepared for His enjoy- 

ment by the method that would have been used had it been intended for a 
human being—that is, by slaughtering it. Again, in arguing against the idea 
that the act of laying hands on the animal’s head symbolised the substitution of 
the victim for the sinner, Mr. Abrahams alleges that, on the contrary, it typified 
ownership. And this indication of ownership amounted to a declaration that 
“the ceremony was primarily intended for his (the sinner’s) special advantage.” 
Without laying stress on the difficulty of identifying these two ideas, we may 
point out that this interpretation of the ceremony of imposition of hands has no 
clear Biblical support. If weturn from the sacrificial rites to other ceremonies 
mentioned in the Pentateuch, we do not find that the laying on of hands was a sym- 
bol of ownership. Moses lays his hands on Joshua, only to transfer to him gome of 
the “spirit” and th authority that resided in himself. “Joshua,” we are dis- 
tinctly told, “ was full of the spirit of wisdom, for Moses had laid his hands 
upon him.”’ A similar explanation will apply to Jacob’s act of laying his hands 
on Ephraim and Manasseh when he blessed them. So, too, to revert to the sacri- 
ficial institution, the High Priest laid his hands upon the scapegoat in order by 
that act to typify the transference of the sins of Israel from himself, as the repre- 
sentative of the nation, to the animal. He was to confess those sins over the 
goat, and by the imposition of hands figuratively to place them on its head. As 
to the purpose for which the goat was sent into the wilderness, Mr. Abrahams 
somewhat darkens counsel by excessive subtlety. He rejects Kalisch’s theory 
that the scapegoat played the part of a substitute for the people. But he pro- 
tests, quite unnecessarily, against the notion that there was any physical trans- 
ference to the goat of the? national guilt. Ile admits, however, that the act of 
sending away the animal might represent “ the figurative casting away of sin.” 
But how could the goat be supposed to take away the sin if the sin had not pre- 


Aaron was to put the sins upon the animal’s head. Mr. Abrahams seems to 
object to the idea of an actual transference of the transgression. But who can 
imagine that the idea could be anything but afigurative one. In thus pointing 
out a lack of cogency in some of Mr. Abrahams’s arguments we must not be sup- 
posed to aflirm the correctness of the theory against which he contends. One of 
the chief points in the Christian position is that blood was essential to the Atone- 
ment. But this view,as Mr. Abrahains forcibly shows, is untenable in presence 
of the fact that under the Mosaic system a sin-offering might consist of meal. 
Even if the principle of vicariousness could be deduced from the Pentateuch it 
would only establish the fact ‘that animals were substituted for men. & The 
substitution of men for men,’ as Mr. Abrahams well remarks, “ was utterly 
opposed tothe whole spirit of the Pentateuch.” 


The Pentateuch (School and Family Edition), Published by ADoLPH Mosrs and 
IsAAc S, Moses.

This is a Bowdlerizcd edition of the Pentateuch; and the rest of the 
Pible, treated in’ the same way, promised. ,We must frankly say we 
do not like the execution of the plan. The danger of these abridged 
Bibles may be illustrated by. one circumstance connected with the 
work before us. The chapters on Sacrifice at the beginning of Leviticus 
are omitted ; and yet not only does Sacrifice play an important part in 
Mosaism, but some of the expressions used in connection with it, e.g., that which 
insists’ upon confession and restoration preceding the sacrificial act, throw a 
valuable light upon the character assigned to the institution by the Pentateuch. 
Moreover, we grieve to say that in their passion for improving the text, the 
Messrs. Moses have taken great liberties with it. Thus at Genesis ii. 15, we 
read “ Unto the woman he said [I will greatly multiply thy sorrow ; in sorrow 
shalt thou bring up children ’—which is an entire perversion of the meaning. 
New-translations, too, are attempted—often without reason—which are not very 
happy. Joseph, instead of being described as ‘good-looking or handsome,” 
is spoken of as “a fair person,” which, to a child, would mean the opposite of 
“dark.” In the version of the Song at the Red Sea we mect with such expres- 
sions as these: “ His choicest knights have sunk into the Sea of Weeds ”’—if 
“Sea of Weeds” is necessary, ‘knights at least 1s inadinissible - “the water 
rose in piles,’ which may be an Americanism ; “a quiver seized on the dwellers 
in Philistia,’ which we do not think is even an Aimericanisin, but is certainly 
not English, and then finally “ all the inhabitants of Canaan were undone. Fear 
and dread befell them at the grand appearance of thy arm.” And vet in spite of 
the desire for alteration, Moses is still described as putting “ bonnets ” on Aaron’s 
sons. | 


Life in Palestine when Jesus lived. A short Handbook to the Synoptical Gospels, 
By J. CARPENTER, M.A, London, 1854, | 

This little volume, which is published by the Sunday School Association, is 
intended as an aid to such readers of the New Testament as cannot consult the 
larger works, such as those of Ewald, Keim, Hausrath and Kdersheim, upon 
which it is based. As its title indicates, 1t 1s designed to convey a clear idea of 
the social, religious, intellectual and_ political condition of the Jews in the time 
of Jesus. On the whole, it must be said that Mr. Carpenter has performed his 
task well. His chief difficulty, as he himself says, was not to find materials, 
but to select them. It is no small credit to him that, despite the large amount 
of information obtainable about the period of Jewish history of which he writes, 
Mr. Carpenter should have succeeded in drawing so clear and vivid a picture of 
the times. His language, too, is simple and terse, so that the book is well adapted 
for children. On matters of opinion—and there are muny, of course, touched 
upon by Mr. Carpenter—he will obviously not command general approval. He 


by stating the dilemma about the supernatural pretensions of Jesus. If, he asks, 
Jesus did believe that he would descend from Heaven in glory after his death, what 
value is to be attached to his teaching on other subjects? If he did not believe 
it, then, of course, the Gospel narrative is, in this respect, unreliable, Orthodox 
Christians will not like the dilemma. On the other hand, while Mr, Carpenter is 
fairer to the Rabbins than many other modern writers, he follows th> conven- 
tional course of depreciating Judaism for the purpose of extolling Christianity. 
“The Jews,” he observes, “ had learned the first lesson of all religion, God isa 
spirit ;’ they had yet to learn the second, ‘they that worship Him must worship 
Him in spirit and in truth ’’’—thus totally ignoring certain obvious passages in 
the Old Testament. Again, he acknowledges the fact that the proverb, “ the 
Sabbath was made for man, and not man for the Sabbath,” is to be found in the 
Talmudic writings ; but he quite gratuitously assumes that it was but an echo of 


the teaching of Jesus—and this, too, in the face of the story which he himself

The Englishman's Bible, By THOMAS NEwBerry, (London, 1884, Hodder and 
Stoughton.) | 
This is a novel edition of the English Bible. By variations of type and the 
use of certain signs an attempt is made to convey tothe English reader the pecu- 
liarities of the Hebrew and Greek texts. Thus, to confine ourselves to the 
Hebrew text, the presence and the absence of the article and the different tenses 
are indicated by signs, and the emphatic words by capitals, Amended transla- 
tions are also suggested. We cannot say we perceive the use of the work, upon 
which an immense amount of labour has been expended. If those who use it do not 
know Hebrew they will not make good the deficiency ; and to those who do know 
Hebrew the book is of no use. The new renderings, too, are not very happy. 
Thus “the Lord thy God” is explained to mean “thy Triune God.” . Why 
“triune 2?” Why not “quadruple?” The word Elohim has a plural termination, 


- but the plurality is not limited to exactly three. 


Christianity and Churchism, By PATRICK ALLAN-FRASER, Second Edition, London, 

1884, Triibner. 

The author of this little work draws a distinction between Christianity and 
“ Churchism,” and contends that the latter, by which he means the ecclesiastical 
interpretation of Christianity, does not really represent the teaching of Jesus. 
The Church, he affirms, inculcates the doctrine that “ our Creator will, in return 
for vicarial, oral and emotional supplication, use supernatural incans for restora- 
tion to righteousness of all those who may have .... offended against His laws.” 
Whereas true Christianity directs men to seek salvation—i.e., physical and mental 
happiness—by obeying the natural laws of the Deity. What those laws are we 
may learn by experience and observation. lor example, we may so learn that 
“we cannot with impunity eat unwholesome food, nor yet breathe impure air.” 
This, no doubt, is excellent enough ; but is it Christianity? Where in the New 
Testament is it laid down that to live in conformity with Nature—by the way, 
the typical rule of the Stoics—is the whole duty of Man ?— Mr. Allan-Fraser 
attempts to show that he has Biblical authority for his contention, But strane 
to say, his proofs are chicfly, if not solely, drawn from the Old Testament. 


Guide to Waqner’s © Tristanand Isolde,” by WANS VON WOLZAGEN ; translated, &v., 
by B. L. Mosely, LL.B. (Breitkopf and Hartel). _ 7 
It will readily be granted that “ laymen in the art of music? need a guide 
for a satisfactory appreciation of a work which, grand as it appears to even the 
most uumusical capacity, yet necessitates ina pre-cmment degree singing of a 
style for which no school yet exists. The guide before us, however, renders an 
intelligent following of the poem and music of Tristan Tsolde,” a 
matter of comparative ease. In introducing us to the work, von Wolzagen 
sketches the descent of the story of the Love-spell from the ancient sacras, and 
points out clearly how this legend is originally bat a nature-anyth, representing 
the natural affinity existing between the sun and the earth. But Wagner did 
not merely dramatise the Tristan saga, but gave proper artistic expression to the 
ethical significance of the primitive Love-theme. © Pn contrast with the charac- 
teristically divergent conceptions of the mythical and. the mediaval ages, we- 
perceive in Wagner’s poem how the spirit of our time has imparted) to the prin- 


cipal incident in the fable (the Love-potion) a psychological and dramatic sient 


ficance.”’ After an able and satisfactory defensive explanation 
of the Motive-system of musical compositions, the structure and development 
of the drama is detailed at Jeneth. The musie of the chief Motives of 
the work is given, commencing with the wonderful prelude, while they 
are interpreted their connection with the poem. Clearness 
simplicity are here very necessary, and to a — great extent attained. 
There are many valuable observations on the wsthetical value of the themes, and 
we may perhaps select the admirable remarks on the fourth section of the first 
scene of Act I[T.as a model of the manner in wnich a great musical art-work 


should be analysed. ‘The author of this brochure has not seldom shown masterly 


skill in this analysis, and has given us the guide in a very effective form. Myr. 
Moseley’s translation is excellent ; he has hada very difficult: task to execute in 
preparing a satisfactory English version, but has succeeded so well as to be at 
times clearer than the original author. Mr. Swinburne seems to follow older 
forms of the legend than did Wagener, yet the extracts from his * Tristram of 
Lyonese ” form very welcome illustrations, and throw pleasant light upon the 
progress of the drama.

Information was given to the police, and 
Goodman was apprehended, The two sets of tephillin and the bag, seven keys, and 


a pair of scissors were tound upon him, In the synagogue a key was found on the 


floor near a cupboard in which was deposited some gold service-plate,. The scissors 
found on the prisoner corresponded with the marks of force upon the cover ofa 
charity box which was broken open a month before and robbed of “s. Sd. There was 
no evidence to convict the prisoner of this robbery, but Mr. Hannay convicted him 
of the charge now preferred, and ordered him to be imprisoned, for one month, with
